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CARRYOVER OF WHEAT IS 
LOWEST IN EIGHT YEARS 


OTTAWA—Canada last week ended 
the 1935-36 crop year with the lowest 
wheat carry-over in eight years and 
indicates its current crop of the gold- 
en cereal will be the smallest in 12 
years at least. 

As drought continued to scorch the 
prairie farm authorities estimated tho 
carry-over at between 110.000,900 and 
115,000,000 bushels and this autumn’s 
harvest at less than 250,000,000, a 
figure below those of all intervening 


- years since 1924, when farmers reaped 


235,695,000 bushels. 

Declaration that the current crop 
would be considerably less than 250 
000,000 bushels came from Dr. E. S. 
Archibald, director of the experiment- 
al farms in a pronouncement at Fred- 
ericton. 
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LOUIS BLERIOT DIES IN PARIS 


The news of the death of Louis 
Bleriot, French air pioneer, who died 
in Paris on Saturday. August 1st, was 
received with regret here by the old- 
timers of the district, who knew the 
famous French airman when he lived 
at Bleriot Ferry with his brother, An- 
drew Bleriot, in the early days of the 
Munson district.

Red Deer River, where he had a small 
bunch of cattle. This was over thirty 
years ago, and where his farm adjoin- 
ed the Red Deer, a ferry was built and 
named Bleriot Ferry.

The Bleriot brothers were just 
young men when they came to the

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TRAIN DRAGS CAR ALONG| W. A. BRAISHER APPOINTED 


TRACK FOR A DISTANCE OF 
150 YARDS; THREE HURT 


A car driven by Guy Crowell and 
containing six passengers was struck 
at the Nacmine crossing by the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway mixed train 
about 3:45 o’clock Tuesday afternoon 
and was dragged along the track for | 
a distance of some 150 yards.

He did not notice 
the train approaching, as Charles 
Parge, moving contractor, was mov- 
ing the Nacmine Hotel and it was just 
opposite the crossing. 

Crowell stopped his car on the cross- 
ing as a cable and blocks were being 
used at that point.He claimed he did 
not hear the train whistle due to the 
noisy machine being used to move the 
hotel. His ffront wheels got on the 
crossing when the engine stalled, 

His sister May ,his niece Gladys an4d 
himself got out to see what the com- 
motion was while his mother Mrs. H. 
H. Crowell and Muriel Crowell were in 
the rear seat. The engine of the train 
caught the right side of the car and 
dragged it 150 yards before the engin- 
eer ccould bring the train to a stop 
The three in the car were not seriously 
injured, while Mrs. Crowell Sr., ap- 
peared the coolest one present, ac- 
cording to those who witnessed the ac- 
cident. 

Mr. Parge, when he saw the car 
stalled on thecrossing and the train 
coming, ran back and waved for the 
passengers to get out of the car, and

The Basic National Problem 


Much food for thought is contained in a series of interviews with lead- 
{ng citizens scattered across the Dominion on the subject of the five major 
national problems which Canada faces and must solve if recovery from 
depression conditions is to placed on a firm foundation and made 
permanent, published by the Financial Post during the spring months and 
later reproduced in booklet form 


be 


The interviewed comprised leaders of great Canadian industries, pub- 
lic men, heads of public utilities, professors and students of economics, 
leaders in women's work, prominent journalists, heads of corporations and 
other well known figures in the national realm, both east and west. They 
were asked to name what they considered the five major problems facing 
the country today and their proposed solutions. 

A symposium of these interviews reveals a lack of unanimity, not only 
as to what courses should be pursued to consolidate the gains which have 
been made in the last 18 months to ensure a continued upward trend of the 
national economic graph, but even as to what constitute the paramount 
problems which have to be faced and dealt with. 

Among the interviewed over 20 issues were raised as the most import-| 
ant impediments to speedy or even complete recovery but it is interesting | 
to note that nearly one half rated relief and unemployment as the No. 1) 
problem, with the necessity of developing new markets for Canadian com-}| 
modities and services both abroad and at home ranking in second place. 
From that point a wider divergence of opinion as to order of priority is} 
noted on such problems as excessive cost of government, the railway and, 
transportation problem, Canada’s international relationships, immigration, 
public health matters, a renaissance of Christian principles and business 
and moral ethics and so on. 


While the predicament of the agricultural industry and the plight of 
the farmer is given some attention by a number of the interviewed leaders, 
including some of the Eastern industrial magnates, it is somewhat dis- 
appointing to find that its position as the keystone of the economic arch is 
not given the recognition that it deserves and it remains for Professor J. 
EF. Lattimer of Macdonald College, P.Q., 
relationship to the entire national outlook, 

Professor Lattimer lists the five major problems of the country as: 1, 
National credit; 2, Unbalanced budgets; 3, Transportation; 4, Unemploy- 
ment and Relief; 5, Agriculture, but not necessarily in that order of im- 
portance, for he says in words worthy of repetition: 

“Few discussions leave agriculture entirely off the list. Yet so seldom 
has the position of agriculture in the national economy been discussed in 
detail that further treatment of this point is warranted. Another reason 
why agriculture should be treated some detail is that the problems 
enumerated are interdependent. The major cause of the persistence of de- 
pression and unemployment is the discrepancy which has prevailed for six 
years between the prices of farm products and the prices of some other 
goods resulting in the low purchasing power of farmers in general. Hence 
it is almost correct to say that instead of five major problems there is only 
one, out of which the four others emerge. 

“Depressions do not cause unemployment. It is unemployment which 
causes depressions. This is bound to occur in an era of specialization. 
Production by specialists increases volume in the aggregate but necessi- 
tates a price relationship allowing goods to be exchanged in such quantities 
that employment is general.

“When farming is prosperous emp!oyment is more regular, relief lists’ 
less exacting, trade more brisk, freight volume greater, budgets balanced 
more easily and the national credit more secure. This is the way that the 
other four problems emerge from the chief difficulty—the discrepancy in 
prices.” | 

While few in Western Canada will disagree with the foregoing conclu- 
sions as enunciated by the professor of agricultural economics at Macdon- 
ald College, Prof. Lattimer steps on more debatable ground when he offers 
his solution for the problem. He points out there are two alternatives, one, 
to raise the prices of farm products to the level of other goods and the 
other, “by reduction of the prices of those goods now on the high level in 
order to lower the cost of farm products and thus enable these goods to 
compete in the export market,” and forthwith pronounces himself in favor 
of the latter course. 

In thus committing himself the worthy professor is allying himself 
with the “low price’ school of thought, a theory which, whether economic- 
ally sound or not, is not by any means a popular conception of the solution | 
of this problem and moreover a solution which is open to question, |

Deep Sea Mystery 


Set Sail From Scotland To 
Canada 

An inquiry opened at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne into one of the strangest 
sea mysteries of modern times. 

Built on the Tyneside for service 
on the Great Lakes, the motorship 
Joseph Medill sailed for Canada last 
August. She was of unusual design, 
being all-welded. She had a prac- 
tically flat bottom. She carried no 
wireless beyond a small receiving 
set, for picking up weather reports. 
| The Joseph Medill, en route to 
Toronto, was specially exempted 
| from carrying a wireless transmitter 
jin view of the nature of the voy- 
| ages for which she was designed. 

Two days after the Joseph Medill 
left the Tyne she was reported off 
Caithness. Five days later she pass- 
ed the Stavanger Fjord bound for

Statement By T. C. Davis, Attorney- 
General, Saskatchewan 


| A pamphlet re'ative to debt ad- 
justment and the disposal of the 1936 
| crop of Saskatchewan has been pub- 
| lished by the Government. The fol- 
lowing statement relative thereto has 
been issued by Hon. T.°C. Davis, 
Attorney-General: 

The Debt Adjustment Board of the 
| Province of Saskatchewan maintains 
an office in each Judicial Centre of 
|each Judicial District. Representa- 
| tives of the board are, therefore, 
available in every district in the 
province. 

If any person desires to make ap- 
plication for debt adjustment or re- 
quires the services of the Board or 
any of its officials, facilities of which 
are free, such services will be furn- 
ished upon request directed to the 
| Board by letter or otherwise, either 
to its head office in Regina or to its 
| representative in the district. 
| The government believes that the 
| Sooner business conditions generally 
get back to normal the better it will 
be for all and, having this objective 
in view, it earnestly desires to exert 
every effort within its power to 
assist all who are in distress to re- 
turn to a self-supporting basis as 
quickly as possible.

This last mentioned type of share of 
| crop lease is governed by the provi- 
sions of The Crop Payments Act.

If any person in the province de- 
sires any additional relief other than 
that already provided for by the law 
above referred to, such person should 
|apply to the nearest representative 
‘of the Debt Adjustment Board stat- 
ing the circumstances surrounding 
his case and the relief he desires to 
obtain.

| The government appreciates the 
fact that crop conditions in the 
Province of Saskatchewan this year 
are far from favourable; in large 
| sections there will be no crop at all;

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Has Oldest Living Thing 
Age Of Tree In Australia Said To 
Be 12,000 Years 

Queensland, Australia, claims to 
have the oldest living thing on 
earth. It is a macrozamia, a tree 
about twenty feet in height and es- 
timated to be more than 12,000 years 
old. 

In the Tamborine Mountain re- 
serve there is a whole grove of 
macrozamia, the youngest of them 
being three feet in height and 3,000 
years old. When Professor Cham- 
berlain, of Chicago University, was 
appointed to collect data concerning 
macrozamia in various parts of the 
world, he travelled all over the globe, 
and the largest specimen he had seen 
prior to coming to Queensland was 
between six and seven feet in height 
and was found in South Africa. 

He was amazed therefore, when 
he found in the Tamborine Mountain 
reserve a grove of macrozamia which 
measured over twenty feet in height, 
and whose ages he estimated to be 
between 12,000 and 15,000 years. The 
largest macrozamia which Professor 
Chamberlain had ever seen, and 
weighing eighty-five pounds, as 
against the South African record of 
thirty-five pounds, contained 151 
seeds, and these were sent to 
America, One seed was planted in 
each of America’s 151 national parks. 
Now each of the seeds has germi- 


nated, so that a descendant of 
Queensland's macrozamia is now 
growing in each of the national 


parks of America,

Unearthing Hidden Wealth 


Almost daily new testimony of the great potentialities of hidden 
wealth in the form of natural gas and petroleum as well as metallic min- 
erals of great value awaiting exploration and development somewhere be- 
neath the surface soil of the three prairie provinces, and 
enormous quantities, is brought to light. 

Evidence of the existence of untold mineral riches from the foothills 
of the Rocky Mountains to the mud flats bordering the large lakes of 
Manitoba and from the international boundary to the Arctic circle and be- 
yond is revealed from time to time in seepages and sparse outcroppings, in 
the results of geological surveys and in the findings of experts who are | 


sounding and tapping the terrain and compiling data in increasing numbers 
from year to year. 


possibly in 


In this great search for new wealth which is now going on over this 
vast area the advance of scientific knowledge is destined to play an in- 
creasingly important role and will probably hasten the day when much of 
this hidden wealth will be uncovered and converted to the use of mankind | 
for the benefit of these three provinces and their peoples. | 

The use of the aeroplane in the past two or three years is speeding up 
the work of mapping out the most likely areas and this is being followed 
up by trained men equipped with the most modern scientific instruments 
in unprecedented efforts to locate great veins of gold and silver, copper 
and zinc and huge pools of oil and big deposits of gas and other forms of 
mineral riches. 

Sven before these modern methods of locating and wresting wealth 
from unseen depths were made available, concrete indications of its exist- 
ence were evident in such discoveries as the Turner Valley oil and gas fields 
in Alberta, copper and gold in Manitoba and the more recent finds of gold 
in the Athabasca Lake region in Saskatchewan, to mention only a few of 
them. 

Some of these deposits have already been developed and others are 
being turned into production, but even in these known fields cumulative 
evidence points to the probability that only the surface has yet been 
scratched, as witness the recent discovery of the existence of oil, presum- 
ably in large quantities, at hitherto untapped depths just beyond the out- 
skirts of the known Turner Valley field. 

And outside the known and already productive fields is a vast territory 
which, if credence is to be given the weight of evidence and belief of scien- 
tific authorities, has perhaps even greater possibilities. 

The discovery by Major Howard, Winnipeg geologist, of definite fold- 
ing of sub strata in south western Manitoba recently prompted Dorsey 
Hager of New York, a geologist of international repute and author of 
standard works on fleld geology, to express his conviction that there is 
every reason to suppose that the whole of Saskatchewan, the greater part of 
Alberta and part of Manitoba are sitting over a vast potential oil and 
gas field. 

Such a possibility has been suspected for some time but Mr. Hager 
wisely drew attention to the difficulties which must be encountered before 
this great wealth can be tapped with any degree of reasonable certainty 
and intimated that recovery of these riches is likely to entail large expendi- 


tures of capital because of the peculiar geological conformation of the 
country. 


For example, 


Mr. Hager pointed out that the residents of the Lloyd- 
minster district on the Alberta-Saskatchewan boundary who were fortunate 
enough to strike gas in commercial quantities on the strength of sketchy 
geological reports compiled in Ottawa were taking a gamble with odds of 
500 to one against them and that “even where a dome or anticline is 
located in a known field by experienced men the chances are only one in 
three that oil or gas will be found in commercial quantities.” 

The difficulties of locating hidden mineral wealth are great enough in| 
countries where exposed outcroppings are frequent and where geological 
sub-strata is regular but these handicaps are multiplied a hundredfold in 
a territory overlain by glacial drift and where the sub-strata is subjected 
to frequent faults as in the prairie provinces. 

All of which is tantamount to saynig that the search for haces 
wealth in Western Canada is essentially a rich man’s game and that the great 
need for successful prosecution of the search is available capital in con- 


siderable quantities. Those who attempt it on a shoe string are playing | 
against great odds

There “is no evidence that the 
bombing plane has made the battle- 
ship obsolete as the backbone of the 
British navy. 

That, it is understood, will be the 
finding of the government's ‘“‘Battle- 
ship versus Bomber’’ committee, 
which will complete its report very 
soon. Tests have been made to as- 
certain the vulnerability of battle- 
ships from the air. 

Battleship building will continue, 
and tenders will be invited for two 
£7,500,000 super-dreadnoughts with- 
out delay.
